Washington, July 19 — (IP) —

$1,222,500,000 of foreign arms aid to oppose Communist aggression. 


Meanwhile, the president is expected to ask today for additional 


billions to bolster American action in Korea and some of his advisers 
reportedly are urging him to seek about $5,000,000,000 more for arm- 
ing western Europe, 


Passed without a dissenting vote in the senate, the arms bill Is 


scheduled for swift approval from 
house members concerned 
about 


the possible spread of the Korean 
fighting. 


Chan-man Kee (D.-W. Va.) 
of 


the House Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee predicted there "won't be 
15 votes against it." The bill had 
solid bipartisan backing. 


In advance of today's session, 


leaders were aware of only one 
amendment to be offered from the 
floor. They also predicted prompt 
rejection of any changes which 
would delay getting the bill to 
President Truman for his signa- 
ture.

This was disclosed to The Corry 


Journal by Carlton Curtis, presi- 
dent of the Columbus Municipal 
Authority, in answer to an inquiry. 


Mr. Curtis said the meeting has 


been scheduled In compliance with 
instructions from the water power 
resources board in the Department 
of Forests and Waters. 


Several weeks ago when the 


board held a' hearing in Harris- 
burg to consider the merits of 
rebuilding the dam, which would 
recreate a 50 acre pond, those pro- 
testing the action claimed 
they 


were doing so because the backup 
of water would damage their pas- 
ture land. At the 'same time they 
contended ' iey had neve had an 
opportunity to view the proposed 
plans. 


At that time the board ordered 


^he authority to show the group 
the plans and since that time it's 
reported members have been try- 
ing to arrange a meeting. 


Reportedly balked when the pro- 


testants refused to appear unless 
&n engineer from the Harrisburg 
department was present, the au- 
thority then contacted the board 
and was advised to give the pro- 
testants 10 days notice that such 
a meeting would be held. 


At the same time the board said 


it would not send an engineer to 
Columbus, asserting the protest- 
ants had ample time to view the 
plans the day of the hearing in 
Harrisburg if they desired.

authority; Assemblyman 
W. W. 


Waterhouse of this city and At- 
torney Pearson Eaton of Warren, 
who represent the authority, will 
be present to discuss and explain 
the proposed- plans.

WAR BURDEN FALLS ON U. S. 


In the two world wars this country fought, our great 


industrial might proved decisive for victory. Each time, 
however, we enjoyed one supreme advantage: We had 
strong allies in the field.who could stand off the enemy 
until our superior weight of metal could be brought to 
bear.No responsible official in Washington or any western 
capital is saying the Korean fighting is the first stage of 
World War III, or even a prelude. But, as Bruce Biossat 
says, in an editorial written for NEA Service and the 
Times-Mirror, it is war, even though it be called a United 
States "police action". 


As a war, it should drive home to us one hard lesson. 


It was just a few days old when American troops were in 
the thick of it, fighting and dying 7000 miles away from 
home. Today we are carying the brunt of battle, with 
South Koreans and other UN nations lending only minor 
support. 
That, unfortunately, is the pattern of the future. World 


War II sapped the strength of Britain and France, for* 
merly our most reliable armies. Today—and tomorrow— 
they could not field great armies to shield us while we set 
our ponderous industrial machine in motion for war. 


The precious time we bought with the troops of other 


nations in previous war will not be for sale at any price 
in another major conflict. The whole colossal burden of 
both the fighting and the supplying of munitions would 
fall directly and immediately upon the United States. 


To be sure, Britain, France and many other freedom- 


loving peoples would spring to the defense and put millions 


, of men under arms. But we would have to provide them 
with most of the equipment they'd need—from the start. 


Worse still, military weapons have become far more 


costly and complex than in World War II. At the very 
time when speed has become most vital, these factors 
threaten to make full-scale mobilizing a slower process 
than ever. 


Let one example suffice. Plane makers say that if they 


began from scratch tomorrow to put military aircraft pro- 
duction on a 50,000-planes-a-year level, it would take 10 
months longer to reach that goal than it did in World 
War II. 
In fact, it would require 34 months—almost 


three years. 


Knowing all this, the very least our leaders can do is 


to hammer our industrial mobilization plans into the high- 
est possible state of readiness. The penalty for neglect of 
this necessity will be paid in the unnecessary deaths of 
American soldiers in another war. 


The Hand of Fate 
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WATCH FOR PHONY PETITION 


A million Americans in 40 states have signed their 


names to a "world peace" petition specifically aimed at 
outlawing atomic weapons. Probably not more than a few 
thousand of the signers realized that this campaign is 
being run by the U. S. Communist Party and is Moscow- 
inspired. 


The peace proposal was adopted lasl spring at a 


Stockholm meeting of the Partisans of Peace, a Com- 
munist-sponsored international organization. Since then 
it has been circulated widely in Europe, Asia and now 
America. 
Many millions of signatures have been 


obtained. 


Secretary of State Acheson properly branded the 


whole effort as fraudulent and cynical. He pointed out 
that just before the North Koreans attacked South Korea, 
it was reported half the population of North Korea had 
signed the petition. 


This proposal is still going the rounds in America,' 


Often it bears the cloak of labor union sanction, though 
the nature of such sponsorship is usually quite vague. 


From here on, every American will do well if he turns 


away from his door the bearer of any peace petition that 
talks of outlawing the atom bomb, mentions Stockholm or 
boasts of labor sponsors. Almost certainly that proposal 
will be Moscow's handiwork.

However, there is something in 


the love for books which is proper 
library atmosphere just as the love 
of books is the proper atmosphere 
for teaching literature. This is' a 
reminder of that classic example 
of the high school English teacher 
who,

yearr, visited her public library 
twice 
The first time,, she bor- 


rowed a book on how to crochet 
doilies and, the second time, she 
renewed the book on how to cro- 
chet doilies. There is legitimate 
room for wonder as to how much

As soon as it can be determined 


what each country will need to do, 
Mr. Truman said, he will lay be- 
fore congress a request for the 
necessary money. 


Of the American armed forces, 


their commander in chief said they 
have fought with great valor to 
meet the'threat to peace. 


While Mr. Truman held out no 


immediate hope that they" can 
start heading back up the Korean 
peninsula, he said this country'is 
moving as fast as possible to send 
in larger forces and heavier-equip- 
ment and to increase its naval and 
air superiority over the Commun- 
ist invaders. 


It will take time—he didn't say 


how much—to slow down 
the

arid throw them back, Mr. Truman 
cautioned.

My wife, who is visiting in Eng- 


land, has wigwagged me to know 
if she should cut her trip short 
in view of the war-scare. 


My barber, whose wife 
is in 


Italy, has feceived a similar query 
and has paid me the compliment 
of asking. xny view, .thereby . giv- 
ing him an opening to taik. . 


The answer in both instances is 


in the negative. There is no indi- 
cation that another world war is 
imminent: So that's what the girls 
have been told. 


Most Americans, while naturally 


uneasy, seem to estimate the sit- 
uation correctly. Of course 
there 


is a small fringe of the popula- 
tion that is doing "scare buying" 
of goods and food, but the vast 
majority are taking a very un- 
comfortable situation in stride. 


The anxiety of .European coun- 


tries like England and Italy, how- 
ever is understandable. 
Both of 


them are sitting dangerously close 
to the heavy guns of Bolshevism, 
and Italy in addition has a big 
Communist party. Other countries 
of western Europe are experienc- 
ing similar uneasiness. - 


Still, by and large, the Demo- 


cratic bloc is facing the Korean 
crisis with determination. And one 
of the chief reasons is the bold 
manner in which the "United Na- 
tions has met the emergency. 


That's a real bid for peace. If 


all the Democratic members of the 
United Nations would stand to- 
gether .under this leadership, the 
Korean war might be brought to 
an early, halt. Certainly such a 
unified stand would be a mighty 
deterrent to further aggression. 


Naturally there are many small 


members of the U. N. who cannot 
afford, to send large contingents 
of tr.oops to th.e. Orient. They don't 
have to" in order to support the 
U. N.'s stand. Even a dozen sold- 
iers, to be fitted _nto a U. N. 
legion, would give moral support. 


It would mean that everybody 


had stood up and been counted as 
for or against peace. 


In this connection it Is widely 


believed there should be general 
agreement among the democracies 
not to strengthen the hand of ag- 
gressors b" trading which might 


i benefit them. A case in hand is 
the question of oil sales to Red 
China. The United States has em- 
bargoed shipment of oil from Am- 
erica, the purpose being to plug 
any leaks of this strategic fuel 
to the 
forces 
invading 
south 


Korea. 


This question of wartime trade 


always has bcen a troublesome and 
dangerous one, but also one pos- 
sible of solution. 
So, all things 


considered, I've told my wife to 
finish out her English holiday.
